The bureau accepted the bait and 
swallowed the adulterated stuff g reed­ 
ily , and used all the Democratic edi­ 
tors it could influence, in furthering 
the evil desig ns of the poisoners who 
sell rotten foods to the public.

law's of Arizona, was punctured w’ith 
the arrest of William II. Holcomb, vice 
president 
and g eneral 
counsel, by 
United States postoffice inspectors. 
Holcomb, who is reg arded by the 
federal officers as the dupe for a co­ 
terie of the J. Rufus Walling ford ty pe 
of hig h-iinance swindlers, is charg ed 
with using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. 
W arrants for the arrest of 
the 
acknowledg ed 
principals 
have 
been issued and arrests are ex pected 
in various parts of the United States 
today . 
A half hour after the appre­ 
hension of Holcomb the main offices of 
the concern. Room 420, 18 9 Lasalle 
street, were raided and a wag on load 
of literature confiscated. 
The alleg ed purpose of the concern 
was to investig ate corporations, un­ 
derwrite bond issues, to sell bond is­ 
sues, and to act as a g eneral financial 
information bureau. According to the 
postofflce officers its purpose wfas to 
sell its own $20,000,000 worth of bonds, 
bonds in the California Sanitarium and 
Farm company , another alleg ed “wild 
cat” scheme, and to bond its own em­ 
ploy es at $5 a head in the Metropolitan 
Deposit and. Trust company , another 
Arizona concern org anized by the pro­ 
moters of the $20,000,000 parent com­ 
pany . The ex tent of the concern’s ac­ 
tivities are being held a secret by the 
officials. 
Several hundred state man­ 
ag ers, local ag ents and representatives 
of the concern are said to be on the 
books. 
Each of them is declared to 
have been compelled to pay from $55 
to $100 into 
the company ’s coffers. 
Two methods by which the corporation 
is said to have swindled its own em­ 
ploy es ar as follows: 
Each employ e who held a position 
lower than state manag er was com­ 
pelled to buy $5o worth of stock in the 
company . 
Each minor employ e was compelled 
to he bonded for $500 in the associa­ 
tion concern, the Metropolitan Deposit 
and Trust company . 
For this bond 
they paid $5 cash. 
The federal officers charg e that the 
contracts which the ag ents entered 
into contained so 
m a n y “jokers” that 
it would be impossible for the em­ 
ploy es to meet their requirements. As 
a result an endless chain of “fire and 
hire” would result in $55 clean money 
g oing into the company ’s treasury 
with each employ ment.

Osawatomie, 
Kan., 
Aug. 
31.— Mr. 
Roosevelt is today inside the state of 
Kansas, where the insurgents are ram­ 
pant. 
The insurgents published their 
.resolutions yesterday, w ritten by W il­ 
liam Allen W hite. 
Here is a para­ 
graph that drew a smile from the col­ 
onel: 
“ W e send our greetings to Theodore 
Roosevelt, the new world’s champion 
of the rights of men in the world-old 
contest between rising humanity and 
the encroachments of special privi­ 
lege. 
And as Republicans we stand 
ready to enlist under his banner in the 
fight for human rights.” 
This was taken by some to mean 
that Kansas would like to see the col­ 
onel running again in 1912. 
Maybe 
they w ill see him. 
Mr. Roosevelt started the day by 
meeting Governor Stubbs, Congress­ 
men Murdock and Madison and Sena­ 
tor Bristow*, who joined in greeting 
the colonel. 
The governor joined the 
special train in a private car early this 
morning and followed on to Osawato­ 
mie. 
John Brown was not the main topic 
of the colonel’s speech today, although 
the object of the address was to dedi­ 
cate as a state park the battleground 
on the outskirts of the town, where, 
in 1856. John Brown stood off a band 
of pro-slavery guerrillas. 
He discussed issues of the moment 
and delivered to the public a good 
many of his policies whicli he thinks 
ought to be carried out. 
It was the 
most important utterance of the trip. 
W hen he gets through here he will 
dine with the insurgents at Governor 
Stubbs’s home in Lawrence. And then 
he will hike for Kansas C ity and re­ 
new* old acquaintances. 
As he passed through southern Col­ 
orado into Kansas, the colonel found 
little groups of country folk gathered 
at the railroad stations. 
At Pueblb 
and Colorado Springs there were real 
big doings.-but it was sort of a passing 
show and did not excite the populace 
much, because the colonel did not cut 
loose and smash as he does when he 
is het up. 
Still, there was enthusi­ 
asm. 
The interest of Mr. Roosevelt toward 
every part of this country was illus­ 
trated when he touched upon the fine 
work done by the forestry bureau in 
connection with the forest fires. 
G if­ 
ford Pinchot, who is credited by pro­ 
gressives with the present, organiza­ 
tion of the service, stood close by and 
heard the colonel applauded. 
Jam es 
Rudolph Garfield w*as not far away 
Roosevelt is with Pinchot and Garfield 
unto the bitter end.

Fall Maneuvers to Continue Through 


September W ill Attract to the Man­ 


euver Reservation Near Indianapolis 


a Great Body cf Soldiers Including 


M ilitia From Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, 


Michigan and Kentucky. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 31.— A tented city 
is now* being established in the maneu­ 
ver reservation at Fo rt Benjam in H er 
rison. 
The reservation lies immedi­ 
ately north of the post and w ill be the 
base of the September camp of instruc­ 
tion for the department of the lakes, 
commanded 
by 
Brigadier 
General 
Charles L . Hodges. 
Before the month 
of September has passed the maneuver 
camp w ill have sheltered not less than 
15,000 soldiers, including regulars and 
state m ilitia, the latter representing 
the states of Indiana, ‘‘Ohio, Illinois, 
Michigan and Kentucky. 
The regulars who are to participate 
in the maneuvers are practically all 
in the camp nowr and w ill be ready to 
go to work as soon as the Indiana 
national 
guard, 
under command 
of 
Brigadier General W ill J. M cKee, ar­ 
rives tomorrow for a stay of ten days. 
The Indiana national guard, consist­ 
ing of three regiments of infantry, a 
signal and a hospital corps, w ill begin 
leaving home stations tonight, and 
most of the companies w ill be in camp 
by noon tomorrow. The Hoosier outfit 
w ill be encamped along the road run­ 
ning east from the post, General M c­ 
Kee's headquarters being on a ridge 
to the north of the road, the regiments 
occupying a large field south of the 
road. 
The general field hospital w ill 
bo v/est of the Indianians. 
According to present plans the bat­ 
tle exercises w ill not be so large as in 
previous years, owing to lack of room. 
There w ill be only one large problem 
during the stay of each national guard 
organization, the rest of the time be­ 
ing devoted to small exercises in at­ 
tack and defense, rear and advance 
guard work and in field communica­ 
tion, the latter being done through the 
signal corps. 
The rapid transmission 
of information in the field is one of the 
problems of arm y action, and it is for 
the purpose of educating the men in 
that a large number of exercises 
11 «nun« tion with the signal corps 
will be held.
